L in c o ln , N eb., Ja n . 9.—T he jo in t 
session of the L egislature for the pur­ 
pose of opening, convassing and publish­ 
ing the retu rn s of th e late election w as 
held W ednesday, and for th e g re a te r 
p a rt of the tim e the w ildest anarchy 
reigned. 
T he 
A lliance 
m em bers 
had a clear m ajority, b ut the D em ocrats 
and R epublicans w ere n ot w illing to 
quietly 
lay dow n th e ir hands, and 
a 
fight 
w as 
lAade. 
T he 
a fte r­ 
noon 
w as 
spent 
in 
w rangling 
and 
nothing 
w as 
accom plished, 
th e R epublican and D em ocratic m em ­ 
bers being able to keep the A lliance 
m em bers from brin g in g th e contest 
cases up in th e canvass of the returns.

Speaker E lder, of th e House, insisted 
th a t he w as the proper presiding officer. 
L ieutenant-G overnor M eiklejohn, pre­ 
siding officer of th e Senate, how ever, 
took possession of tile speaker’s stand 
and announced th a t he w as the proper 
presiding officer.

confusion, and a recess w as finally 
tak en until m orning.

of m andam us 
com pelling the 
.speaker to canvass th e returns. T his is 
a point in favor of G overnor-ElectlBoyd. 
Sheriff McCloy served the w rit on th e 
speaker only a fte r a pitched b attle. He 
w as guarded by a squad of police and 
C aptain C arder’s clothes w ere tQrn off, 
b u t a fte r s la sh in g b a ts and heads w ith 
th e ir clubs the officers secured an en­ 
trance and served the w rit. L ieutenant- 
G overnor M eikeljohn th e n declared the 
session adjourned, and R epublicans and 
D em ocrats filed o ut of the house. 
Mr. E lder th e n called th e A lliance 
m em bers to order and directed th e roll 
to be called. 
Mr. E lder called th e 
eighteen S enators and fifty-five Repro 
se d a tiv e s of th e A lliance to order as -a

N evertheless, E lder 
w as declared the presiding officer of th e 
jo in t session, and th e A lliance m en 
Started to begin w ork. 
W nen the D em ocrats and R epublicans 
attem pted to leave th e d o o r th e A lli­ 
ance sergeant-at-arm s closed th e door 
and attem p ted to keep them in. 
He 
got • a punch in th e eye and a bl 
nose as th e re su lt and th e d o o rf w ere 
speedily opened and th ey escaped. F ree 
fights occurred every few m inutes. 
G overnor T h a y e r tried to q u iet th e 
crow d, b u t w ith no effect. 
T he m ilitia 
cleared th e S tate H ouse grounds, b u t 
th e people crow ded by them every tim e 
th ey could and a how ling m ob su r­ 
rounded th e capitol. 
T he proceedings 
a t th e afternoon 
session w ere less sensational thaiA hose 
of th e m orning. 
T he m andam us of the 
Suprem e C ourt 
sobered th e radical 
A lliance m en and a sp irit of m odera­ 
tio n w as m anifested. 
A t 2 p. rn. th e 
Independents w ere in th e ir seats, b u t 
tran sacted no business u n til th e en tire 
body w as p resen t and th e L ieutenant- 
G overnor appeared and called th e con 
vention to order. 
A nu m b er of con­ 
ciliatory speeches w ere m ade, an d th e 
Independents, seeing th a t th e y could 
no t gain th e ir point by in stitu tin g th e ir 
contest before th e canvass of th e vote, 
offe red no fu rth e r obstruction to busi­ 
ness. 
T he speaker of th e H ouse proceeded 
to open th e re tu rn s and th e D em ocratic 
candidate for G overnor (Boyd) and th e 
R epublican S tate tick et, w ith th a t one 
exception, w ere found elected on th e 
face of th e retu rn s. 
A resolution w as 
th en passed, receiving th e full A lliance 
vote, 
declaring

contest w ill now go on as prescribed by 
law . 
T here is a prospect th a t th e Leg­ 
islatu re w ill u n seat every one of the 
new officers.

T hursday night. A t 8 o’clock Governor- 
elect Boyd called on G overnor T h ay er 
and w as inform ed th a t th e la tte r w ould 
n o t give up th e office on th e ground 
.th a t 
Boyd 
wras n ot 
a citizen 
of

U nited s t a t e s and w as th ere­ 
fore n o t eligible. 
G overnor T h a y ­ 
e r has barricaded the 
executive of­ 
fice and rem ains inside w ith police an d 
a com m ittee of m ilitia on guard. 
I t is 
im possible to reach him to ascertain h is 
purposes, b u t it is understood th a t he 
w ill rem ain G overnor if possible u n til 
all questions affecting his successor are

GOOD OUI LOOK. 
The disturbance in the financial cur­ 
rent tbe'last few months of 1890 may be 
presumed to have left pome impress up­ 
on the record of the year. It added ma­ 
terially, no doubt, to the list of busmens 
failures, yet the aggregate for the year 
is now found to be b it the trifling num­ 
ber of twenty-five greater than the year 
previous. This is really a falling away 
as a percentage of the parties in business, 
as they increase by thousands each year. 
There weie about 11,000 failures, with 
an increase of $44,000,000 in liabilities; 
but this was mainly due to a few big 
ipeculative failures, not materially affect 
‘ng substance! interest?. 
The record 
shows that the stringency cf the latter 
pait of the year had little permanent ef­ 
fect, and that the financial conditions 
are favorable for a good many years to 
oome, in a business way. 


VILAS ROOSTS HIGH. 
The latest dispatches from Madison 
are to the effect that General Bragg and 
Colonel Vilas are the best of Mends. 
That may all be, bot Colonel Vilas is 
evidently inclined to skepticism. It has 
evidently occurred to the colonel that 
white men in the bulk are uncertain, and 
that his whilom competitor for the sena­ 
torship in particular, being a democratic 
politician cf large and varied experience, 
well up rn ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain, will bear watching. The 
colored gentleman on the witness-stand 
was asked if be regarded the plaintiff as 
trustworthy. “O, ye?,”

The arrange­ 
ment is simply the adoption of aa idea 
that has long been in practical nee od 
railway mail trains. I s extension to all 
transatlantic mail steamers can hardly be 
anything but a q u e stio n o f time.

Ile says the people of Illi­ 
nois can not be less proportionately 
generous in a matter where the fair 
fame of the State is involved. 
He does 
not stipulate the amount to be appro­ 
priated, and has no recommendation 
to make regarding the authority under 
which the appropriation shall be e x ­ 
pended. 
The Governor devoted some attention 
to ballot reform, urging the adoption of 
the A ustralian system of voting. 
He 
takes 
occasion 
to 
recognize 
the 
strength of the Farmers’ Mutual Bene­ 
fit Association 
and 
other 
agricult­ 
ural organizations and 
recommends 
am endm ents 
to 
the revenue code. 
The 
penal 
and 
reformatory 
institutions are given a good deal of at­ 
tention and separate wards or buildings 
for the criminal insane are favored. He 
urges legislation for the employment of 
inmates of the penitentiaries, who w ill 
be idle after the expiration of the sev 
eral State contracts. 
On tho question of compulsory edu­ 
cation the Governor says experience 
has shown that the law has been a 
great benefit, not only to the public 
schools, but likewise to the private and 
parochial schools of the State. 
The in­ 
crease in the attendance of pupils in 
the public schools during the last year 
is 
20 per cent. 
The private and pa

schools have been benefited 
by the law as well as the
